Fred Detrich, 41 years old, of 2711 
Dayton street, killed himself by as- 
phyxiation with illuminating gas Fri- 
day morning at the city hospital, where 
he was a patient. 

His ailment was diagnosed as para- 
lytic dementia, but Detrich was _ per- 
mitted to work as a detail, and in this 
way had the freedom of a part of one 
of the hospital buildings. This made 
it possible for him to slip away to an 
unoccupied room without being stopped 
by any of the physicians or nurses. 

He went into the diet kitchen of an 
unoccupied ward, locked the door and, 
putting his head over the gas stove, 
covered it with a sheet and turned on 
the gas. 

He was missed by others in his ward, 
G-30, at 7 a. m., but it was not until 
10:80, according to the hospital authori- 
ties, that an electrician, finding the 


the report which resulted in the finding 
of the body. 

Dr. Wayne Smith, superintendent of 
the hospital, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that there was nothing unusual 
in using a patient like Detrich as a 
detail. . 

“He was able to be about,’ said the 
superintendent, “and it was merely a 
question whether to let him sit all day 
with nothing to do, or to give him some 
light employment which would keep his 
mind occupied. He had no duties in 
caring for other patients. All he did 
was to go on occasional errands for the 
nurses and to keep the linen straight. 
He was rational and seemed cheerful, 
end was moking a good recovery. 





“T regret this particularly, as I knew 
Detrich personally and have known his 
family for years. But I do not believe 
it could have been anticipated or oe 
vented.”

Testifies Miss Kurtenacker Took 
Former Prosecutor’s Belong- 
ings From Summer Hotel. 


SAYS HE SEEMED INSANE 


Declares Stenographer Remained 


at Place Three Days, Depart- 
ing in Auto With Effects.

Miss’ Mildred Kurtenacker, 
| Rowland L. Johnston, spent nearly three 
days at Arnold’s summer hotel at 
Deicke, St.. Louis County, where John- 
ston was iil, early in J uly, according to 
a deposition made by Miss Loretta Erd- 


bruegger Friday. 

The witness said Miss Kurtenacker 
bundled up belongings of Johnston, put 
them in a valise and took them with 
her to St. Louis and that valuables be- 
longing to Johnston afterwards were 
missed. 

Miss Erdbruegger added that John- 
ston appeared to be out of his mind, 
that he thought the ground was Cov- 
ered with snow and gave other indi- 
cations of an unbalanced mental. state. 
Johnston since has been declared insane 
and his wife named as his guardian. 

The deposition was taken in Miss Kur- 
tenacker’s $100,000 suit against Prose- 
cuting |Attorney Mills and Constable 
Bode of Clayton and others, in which 
she alleges she was subjected to false 
arrest. She was taken to Clayton mys- 
teriously, locked in jail with two ne- 
gresses for several hours and released 
equally mysteriously. 

The hearing was in the law offices of 
Attorney Moore, before William Baer, 
' Miss Kurtenacker, 
who was not present, was represented 
by Attorney William Grozki. 

Miss Erdbruegger testified that she 
returned from New York, July 6, and 
went to the Harry Arnold Hotel. She 
is a sister of Arnold’s wife. 

Wher she reached the hotel Miss Erd- 
bruegger said she saw Miss Kurtenack- 
er sitting on the front.porch. The ste- 
nographer stayed there Saturday and 
Sunday and until almost noon Monday, 
she sald. 

Says She Departed in Auto. 

Rowland L. Johnston was there until 
Tuesday, she said. A little before Mon- 
day, the witness testified, she saw Miss 
Kurtenacker drive away in an auto- 
mobile with Alfred Plack while Johnston 
was in a yard back of the house. 

Earlier in the day Miss Erdbruegger 
declares, she saw Miss Kurtenacker en- 
ter“a bedroom in which Johnston was 
asleep and gather up some of his cloth- 
ing, shirts, handkerchiefs, etc. The ste- 
nographer took these articles into an- 
other room and put them into a valise, 
she said. 

In the valise also, the witness said, 
were two pocketbooks, belonging to 
Johnston, one of which was red and 
three or four inches long, and the other 
black, and a little longer. She said she 
did not know what the purses con- 
tained, 

The witness testified also that John- 
ston had left a diamond pin in. a black 
necktie and the pin and scarf both were 
missed afterwards. She said she saw 
Miss Kurtenacker put the tie into the 
valise Sunday, but could not say wheth- 
er the pin was there then or not. 

Wanted to Notify His Father. 

Before Miss Kurtenacker left, the wit- 
ness said, she asked the typist if she 
shouldn’t notify Johnston’s father ard 
wife of his condition. 

“No; don’t do that,” she said Miss 
“T’ll see to him.”

Will Go to Jail if 
Necessary. 


_An insurgency move against submis- 
sion of the proposed park reservation 
charter amendment to the voters at the 
November election has been started in 
the House of Delegats. 

Delegates McCarthy and Hale said Fri- 
day morning they would go to jail rather 
‘than vote for the submission, and an- 
nounced their intention of defying the 
State initiative and referendum law, 
which requires the submission because 5 
per cent of the qualified voters of the 
city have petitioned for it. 

Hale told a Post-Dispatch reporter he 
had prepared a resolution to be intro- 
duced in the House Friday afternoon in 
which the validity of the State law 
would be challenged on the ground that 
it opposes the spirit of home rule. 

 ‘Kreismann Favors It. 

Action on the submission was re- 
quested by Mayor Kreismann in his call 
for the special session of the Municipal 
Assembly. Kreismann favors the propo- 
sition. So does Speaker Gundlach of 
the City Council. 

“When an ordinance directing that the 
proposition be placed on the ballots 
came up in the Council, Gundlach ruled 
that the State law was mandatory. Sev- 
eral Councilmen in voting for it an- 
nounced they did so because they were 
compelled to and added that they re- 
served the right to oppose the amend- 
ment at the polls. 

McCarthy declared he opposed the 
‘amendment bécause he believed it would 
be béaten badly and would carry with it 
to defeat the amendment raising the pay 
of municipal assemblymen to 31800 a 
year and providing fer a municipal in- 
itiative and referendum law. 

“The public showed a year ago that 
tthey didn’t want such a law,’’ Mc- 
Carthy said. “They will certainly beat 
it again. And I am afraid it will be 
like it was in the State when the pro- 
hibition amendment was up. The voters 
will go down the line voting no, so 
they’ll be sure to get the right one.”

An inquest will be held Saturday into 
the death of Joseph Stuckemeyer Jr., 
6. years old, who died from injuries in- 
flicted by an automobile on Gravois 
road, Wednesday evening. 

Although the fatal accident occurred 
in St. Louis County, the inquest will be 
held\by the City Coroner, 48 the boy 
died ‘within the city limits, while being 
carried to St. Anthony’s Hospital in the 
same car which had run over him.

The passengers in the machine, which 
was running out Gravois road, about 
6:15 p. m., were George 5. Johns and 
Clark McAdams of the Post-Dispatch, 
Judge Daniel G. Taylor, Eugene H. An- 
gert, George Blackman and Hugh Fer- 
rig. 

The machine turned to the right of 
the road, to pass a wagon, and was pro- 
ceeding, all the passengers say, at low 
speed. The Stuckemeyer boy was riding 
on the rear.of the wagon, and as the 
automobile drew near his playmates on 
the sidewalk called to him and he leaped 
off to run to them. 

Neighbors Calf to Mother. 

A single step from the wagon took 
the child directly in front of the auto- 
mobile, which the chauffeur was un- 
able to stop in time to save him, The 
accident occurred almost in front of the 
Stuckemeyer home at 8600 Gravois road, 
and as the boy was taken from be- 
neath the car, neighbors called to his 
mother, 

The boy was unconscious, his chest 
having been crushed. He was 
carried to the office of Dr. Chattle at 
7416 Gravois road and the boy’s father, 
Joseph Stuckemeyer, was summoned, 
He accompanied the party in the auto- 
mobile to St. Anthony’s Hospital and 
the child died in his arms on the way. 

Mowry, the chauffeur, who is the 
father of several children, said the 
accident was unavoidable and that the 
car was running not more than eight 
miles an hour.

To Ask Congress to Act. 

Col. Huff is preparing a memorial to 
Congress asking for an inquiry into his 
accusations against the jurist. It will 
be offered to Representative Charles L. 
Bartlett of that district of Georgia for 
presentation to the House. If he does 
not introduce it the memorial will then 
be given to Speaker Clark. 

Col. Huff has issued-a second state- 
ment saying that Judge Speer’s reply, 
which was delivered from the bench in 
a broken voice and with tear-dimmed 
eyes, does not answer the most impor- 
tant and most serious charges. 

The Huff estate was put in bank- 
ruptcy against Col. Huff’s :-wishes in 
1889, and the case still is pending in the 
Federal Court. At that time the estate 
was worth more than $125.000 and the 
total indebtedness against it amounted 
to $36,000. Even after 13 years tn’ a 
bankruptcy court, Huff asserts there 
still is a surplus on hand for the de- 
fendant. More than $10,000 has been 
awarded in fees, and it was the appgals 
from these awards, together with nat- 


case in court for so many years. 

“In the letter, “To Whom It May 
Concern,”” Col. Huff arges against 
Judge Speer: “You have been feeding 
yourself, your pet friends and lawyers, 
your relatives and your hirelings out of 
my estate for 18 years, and now I pro- 
pose to feed on you.”’ 

Each Side Accuses Other. 

In. his reply Judge Speer argued that 
tha jong life of the litigation was due 
femtirely to the many appeals to higher 
courts made by Col. Huff. The latter 
asserts Speer prolonged the case in 
order to have ground and opportunity 
for the distribution of fees. He con- 
tends he has been forced to {mpoverish 
himself and children by making appeals 
from Speer’s awards of fees: 

The main case was taken to the Su- 
preme Court and this, together with the 
main hearings before the Judge, referee 
and masters, required three years. 
other appeals on auxiliary features were 
subsequently made and only the last 
one was by Col. Huff. This was decided 
by the Appellate. Court recently. The 
decision held that Judge Speer had no 
right to award a fee of $10,000 to the 
plaintiff’s attorneys out of the defend- 
ant’s estate. An application for a writ 
of certiorar! will continue the case at 
least two years. 

The successive appeals on auxiliary 
features have held up the distribution of 
$94,000 of Huff's money, which has been 
on deposit without interest for several 
years in a bank of which Judge Speer’s 
brother-in-law, Cecil Morgan, is vice- 
president. The fees of J. M. Talley, spe- 
cial and standing master during the en- 
tire litigation, will amoupt to about 
$25,000. Talley was formerly the Judge's 
private secretary and is law partner of 
A. H. Heyward, Judge Speer’s son-in- 
law.
